Washington, Jsn. i«.— The discus-

The engineer obeyed the sipnal and 
brought his train to a standstill The 
train stopped just in time, for, had it 
gone a few yards further, it would have 
run into a numler of ties piled upon 
the track. 

As soon as Engineer Edward Davis 
brought his train to a standstill two 
masked men clnmbered over the tender 
and at the muzzle of revolvers made 
the engineer and his fireman. V. .Sim- 
mons, step down from the cab. In the 
meantime three of the bandits com- 
menced firing to intimidate the passen- 
gers, who huddled close to the seats 
and hugged the floor of the train. 

Two of the bandits clambered into 
the express car, and, with leveled re- 
volvers, made Expressman C R Bax- 
ter open the safe and hand over the 
press packages contained in it The 
men then backed out of the car and 
with a parting volley, took their leave. 
A spring wagon was hitched to a post 
by the roadside, and, as soon as the 
bandits had transacted their business, 
they sprang into the wagon and drove 
off into the darkness. 

Just as soon as the train came to a 
standstill and the bandits commenced 
firing, the passengers realized that pay 
bandits, who ore making things inter- 
esting for the Burlington people, were 
at work. The train was well-filled, and, 
at the first shot, everybody bepan 
squeezing himself into as small a space 
as possible. 

One man named Briggs, from St 
Louis, had crouched down under a seat 
putting his satchel and overcoat over 
his-head for protection. His compan- 
ion, who sot in the same seat with him, 
tried to get part of the satchel 
head, when Briggs yelled out: "Hold 
on there! I haven't enough for my- 
self!" 

A number of nmusing scenes occurred 
which were gone over with a relish 
after the train had steamed back Into 
the city. 

The front passenger coach had a 
number of shots pass through it in 
close proximity to the heads of several 
of the passengers. 

Benjamin F. Hill, of the Sedalia, Ga- 
zette, was a pnssenper en the train. He 
soys: "When the train was signaled 
and began to slow up I recognized the 
lOQalltjr and remarked to a fellow- 
passenger: 'We will be held up in a 
few minutes' Just then a perfect 
volley of shots were fired. All of tho 
pa— a,n.gari in the car dropped to the 
floor and got as close to it as possible. 
It did not take the bandits five minutes 
to complete the work." 

Engineer Ed Davis said that he was 
signaled to stop just as the train reach- 
ed Roy's- branch, a half mile north of 
the Francis-street depot A torpedo 
had been placed upon the track, and a 
red light was swung across the track. 
As the train came to a stop, a tall man 
wearing o black mask stepped into the 
cab and covered the engineer and fire- 
man with two revolvers, compelling 
them to climb down and accompany 
him to the express car.
